"For victories at the seat of war in 
Pechili, 1900." 


Since then the Emperor has made 


him lord of Russia's Far Eastern em- 
pire, with powers almost absolute un- 
der the Czar himself and a special'com- 
mittee. The Admiral has become, as a 
Russian paper said, the instilment of 
the will aud purpose of the Czar, aud 
that iu the territories where Russia's 
movements cause the gieatesl nueasi- 
ness to the rest of the world.

(6) The Elbe and Trave Canal, con- 


necting the North Sea aud Baltic, 
opened in 1900. 


(1) The Welland Canal, connecting 


Lake Erie with Lake Ontario. 


(S aud 9) The two canal?, United 


States and Canadian, respectively, con- 
necting Lake Superior with Lake 
Huron. 


The Suez canal has a depth of 31 feet, 


is 9(1 miles long and cost about 5109,- 
003.000. Iu 1901 it paid 10 percent. 
The Croiiftadt and St. Petersburg is 20J 
fe«t deep, six miles long with a bav 
channel ten miles long and cost SIOJ- 
000.000. Tbe Corinth canal ia about 4 
miles long, 26j feet deep an-l cost fo,- 
(XKI.OOO. Tde .\laucheiier ship canal is 
3iJ ujiles loiip, minimum depth26 feet, 
cusl f7u,000,000. The Kaiser Wilhclm 
canal is GI miles lonz, 291 feet deep and 
Cost atwut HO.OOO.OOO. Ko statistics of 
tne Elbe snd Trave canal, connecting 
lh« same waters, are given. 


Ttie three canals connecting IheXorlh

The Welland connects Lake Ontario 
aud Lake Erie ou the Canadian side of 
Ihe river.

Kault Ste. Marie canals ie not given, 
but the oue built originally by tbe Uni- 
ted Stales, 1.6 miles in length, has a 
aepth of 25 feet. Tbe Canadian canal 
11 miles long is 22 feet deep. A msrked 
CuutraH between the business of the St. 
Mary's Falls and \Vellaud Canals is 
fouud in a comparison of their figure?

Professor Josiah Koyce tells of a trav- 
eller ou the Panama steamer who, dur- 
ing his first day in Colon, proposed "a 
carriage drive into the country," lo the 
amusement of an American resident 
with the fact thai there is not .a car- 
riage drive leading out of the city. 
Tlie only part of the interior accessible 
to the traveller is that which lies along 
the railroad, and such selllemeuts as 
one sees there are described by the 
Unital States minisler to Colombia as 
"composed of houses having for the 
most part thatched-roof sheds with dirt 
floors. Their inmates can hardly be 
clawed'as belonging exclusively to 
either of Ihe three primal races. 
They 


are a curious mixture of red, while and 
l)!»ck; crude evidence of the lax moral- 
ity which prevailed in Spanish colonial 
times. 
How these people manage to 


live or why they never had erergy or 
ambition'to better their condition, no 
one knows. 
They are apparent!) 


happy in their poverty and wretched 
ncaa. Thcv have a few waula of bodj 
or mind a"iid consequently uo cares 
The Indigenous plantain and b»nsus 
form a cheap and convenient substitnl 
for bread; and fish from the lagoon 
and a few yellow-legged chickensafTbrd 
all tlte meat they want. Oocsutonsllj 
one sees »n Inferior specimen of the 
domestic pig, or a forlorn-looking half 
famished donkey."

And Mr. Nichols, who has travel 


led the route within a few months 
draws the same picture of stagoatki 
along the ntlraid, and adds this on 
picturesque touch to testify th»t P»ua 
raa'a appearance, upon whatever f*c< 
you look, is ever that of a para«it* upo 
a great highway.

to hotel. The local money has, how-1 
ever, very litlle real value, the rate of 
exchange being oue to a hundred; that 
is for » United States dollar you get a 
hundred dollars iu Colombian bills. 
" I'o send letters borne," says a traveller, 
"I spend one dollar for live postage 
stamps. Yel postage there is cheaper 
than iu any oilier country I have 
visited. A stamp for foreign postage 
would cost live cents here. In Colum- 
bia it cost what was a fifth of a cent in 
our money. In the same way to buy a. 
bottle of soda water and pay six dollars 
for it sounds large, yet It is only six 
cents in real value." 


That ttie natural resourceslo make a 


prosperous nation are in Panama is the 
evidence -of every traveller. Mr. A. U. 
Kiugsbury , a Boston milling" engineer, 
who returned but a few days ago says 
that "the country away from the sea- 
coast lowns is in a large meabure an 
untamed wilderness where roam ba- 
booiiuandjiisEihird and wild beasts in- 
numerable. "There are no roads, only 
mule trails and every man mnal be his 
own policeman. There are no railroaiis 
in tlie districts immediately about the 
Islhmus and the only highways are 
Ihe rivers. TliebBliuveabunUant water 
the year round for in tlie AUra country 
the rainfall is 400 Indies in the year. 
Tlie low lands about this river aud tlie 
Sinu, which is great water -highway 
a little further east, are splendid graz- 
ing land, imd the cattle ranches dur- 
ing the years that the government is 
fairly stable accumulate vast herds of 
fine cattle. Bananas are tlie staple 
food of the country, eaten roasted, 
boiled, fried and dried and made into 
flour. Of Ihis Bour the people make a 
very nourishing and palatable bread, 
baked in long rolls, not in the shape 
but after the manner ofa Mexican tor- 
tilla. All sorts of tropical products of 
great value grow wild there— rubber, 
vanilla, cacao and collee-yel such is 
the improvidence of the people and tlie 
uncertainty of political conditions that 
they are little worked. The mountain 
lauds, too, are uuquesliouauly rich in 
gold 
silver, valuable minerals and

At tlw annual meeting of tlie Massa- 


cliuselts Single Tax league, held la» 
week in ItoMon, half of those pre«en 
were wnuien.not one of wliomlii ,\ia*»« 
chusetu is allowed any voice or vote,al 
tliough women. In this city alone, pay 
taxes on 150 million dollars. Tlie wo- 
men present were apparently cjulle a* 
deeply interested as tbe men, and 
beveral of them were elected otticers of 
llm society, Some It not all of them 
were surtraglsls. Vet one of them ex- 
pressed anyseuseof tliespecial injustice 
of her dlsfranchwement.or of the Incon- 
grully of Ittr po«ltion as an advocate 
of lax reform.

Iran dollars on each man, woman and 
child In America, much of it worse 
than wasted in war excuses, past, 
present and prospective,—all of this 
enormous sum levied directly on real 
eetale by Slale,. County, and munici- 
pal tuxulion, —IB it any wonder that 
Hie vast majority of our people'are no 
longer free-holders, and are fast Iwcoin-
